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New accusers expand sex allegations

Cynthia Burr said that during this time, 
he assaulted her in an encounter that be- 
gan in an elevator and ended with forced 
oral sex in a hallway. Ashley Matthau, a 
dancer with a bit part in one of his movies, 
said that in 2004, he pushed her down ona 
bed and committed a lewd act while strad- 
dling her. Days later, she said, he paid her

to remain silent. 

Three weeks after accusations of sex- 
ual harassment and misconduct by Wein- 
stein were first reported in the New York 
Times, women from different continents, 
fields and generations have come forward 
with allegations of rape, sexual assault and 
groping. New accounts include one previ- 
ously undisclosed settlement with Wein- 
stein, now 65, and expand the time frame 
of alleged wrongdoing to the 1970s. 

Together, the accounts provide a wid- 
ening tally of alleged abuses, and illus- 
trate the toll on women who say they felt

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Mueller raises 
stakes for Trump 
in Investigation 


Charges against ex-campaign chief, 
former aides prompt more questions

WASHINGTON - The in- 
dictments of President Trump’s 
former campaign chairman, 
Paul J. Manafort, and two other 
former advisers raise the stakes 
in the special counsel investiga- 
tion that has dogged his admin- 
istration for months and could 
prompt Trump to consider ac- 
tions intended to short-circuit 
the probe before it threatens 
him or others close to him. 

The first charges filed by 
special counsel Robert S. Muel- 
ler III indicated that he is pro- 
ceeding full-bore into his in- 
vestigation of Trump’s circle. 
Allies of the president privately 
raised questions Monday about 
whether he might seek to fire 
Mueller or pardon Manafort, 
while Democrats immediately 
warned against any such move. 

The 12 criminal charges 
against Manafort and his dep- 
uty Rick Gates did not bear 
directly on Trump, but the 31- 
page indictment essentially al- 
leged that the president’s for- 
mer top campaign lieutenant 
was secretly a highly paid agent 
for pro-Russian foreign inter- 
ests. And a separate indictment

It 
was light years ahead of anything 
that was built in 1911. 

“Everybody else was building a 
box kite in 1911,” he explains. “This 
thing is extremely aerodynamic. 
And the workmanship is just im- 
peccable. It’s a piece of artwork, it 
really is. It’s a joy to look at.”

The new information goes 
far beyond what Facebook and 
Google have revealed in the 
past and illustrate how Face- 
book, in particular, was used by 
agents linked to Russia.
